It  has  been  said  that  public  bills  are 
occasionally  referred  to  selsct  commit- 
tees ;  these  however  must  also  pass 
through  a  committee  of  the  whole  house. 
Private  bills  are  committed  to  select 
committees  ouly.  Hills  for  divorces,  by 
a  standing  order,  were  committed,  like 

e  bills,  to  committees  of  the  whole 
until  the  nth  February,  1S40, 
when  an  order  was  made  for  referring 
them  to  a  select  committee  of  nine  mem- 
bers. 

It  will  not  be  necessary  to  pursue  any 
further  the  progress  of  private  hills, 
which  differs  only  from  that  already  de- 
scribed in  respect  of  Mils  of  a  public  na- 
ture, in  the  necessity  for  certain  specified 
intervals  between  each  stage,  and  for  no- 
tices in  the  private  bill  office. 

In  the  House  of  Lords,  when  a  private 
bill  is  unopposed,  it  is  committed  to  the 
permanent  chairman  of  committees,  and 
any  other  peers  may  attend ;  but  when  a 
bill  is  to  be  opposed,  the  committee  on 
■landing  orders  inquires  whether  the 
standing  orders  have  been  complied  with, 
and  if  so,  the  bill  is  referred  to  a  commit- 
tee of  five  appointed  by  a  standing  com- 
mittee of  five  peers,  to  whom  is  confided 
the  doty  of  selecting  all  committees  on 
opposed  hills,  according  to  the  circum- 
stances of  each  case. 

In  order  to  ensure  a  proper  acquaint- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  private  bills, 
some  of  which  are  very  voluminous,  the 
House  of  Commons  have  lately  adopted 
a  rule  requiring  breviatel  of  the  bills  to 
be  laid  before  them  six  days  before  the 
second  reading,  and  breviates  of  the 
amendments  made  by  the  committee,  be- 
ifm  the  house  lake  the  report  into  cousi- 

tmn.     These  are  prepared  by  the  es- 
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amiuer  of    election    recognizances  and 
counsel  to  the  speaker. 

Conferences  between  the  two  Hooaet.— 
The  progress  of  bills  in  each  House  of 
Parliament  having  been  detailed,  it  still 
remains  to  describe  the  subsequent  pro- 
ceedings in  case  of  difference  between 
them.  When  a  bill  has  been  returned  by 
either  house  to  the  other,  with  ameni- 
mentB  which  are  disagreed  to,  a  confer- 
ence is  desired  by  the  house  which  dis-  ' 
agrees  to  the  amendment,  to  acquaint  the 
other  with  the  reasons  for  such  disagree- 
ment ;  in  order,  to  use  the  words  of  Hat- 
sell,  "that  after  considering  those  red- 
sous,  the  house  may  be  induced,  either 
not  to  insist  upon  their  amendments,  or 
(nay,  in  their  turn,  assign  such  arguments 
for  having  made  them,  as  may  prevail 
upon  the  other  house  to  agree  to  them. 
If  the  house  which  amend  the  hill  are  not 
satisfied  and  convinced  hy  the  reason! 
urged  for  disagreeing  to  the  amendments, 
bnt  persevere  in  insisting  upon  their 
amendments,  the  form  is  to  desire  an- 
other conference ;  at  which,  in  their  turn, 
they  state  their  arguments  in  favour  of 
the  amendments,  and  the  reasons  why 
they  cannot  depart  from  them ;  and  if 
after  such  second  conference  the  other 
house  resolve  to  insist  upon  disagreeing 
to  the  amendments,  they  ought  then  to 
demand  a  *  free  conference,'  at  which 
the  arguments  on  both  sides  may  be  mi 
amply  ami  freely  discussed.  Ifthism 
sure  should  prove  ineffectual,  and  if,  at 
several  free  conferences,  neither  house 
can  be  induced  to  depart  from  the  paint 
they  originally  insisted  upon,  nothing 
I'urlh'.T  can  be  done,  and  the  h'"  — 
lost."  An  interesting  ocessiot 
all  these  proceeding'-  were  successively 
adopted  lias  recently  occurred.  A  free 
conference  had  not  been  held  since  1 702, 
until  a  contest  arose  in  1 83(i  upon  amend- 
ments made  by  the  lords  to  a  bill  for 
amending  the  Act  lor  regulating  Munici- 
pal Corporations. 

Whether  the  conference  he  desired  by 
the  lords  or  by  the  commons,  the  lords 
have  the  sole  right  of  appointing  the  time 
and  place  of  meeting.

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to  bind  the  people  of  the  one  country  aa 
well  a>  of  the  other.  The  received  legal 
doctrine  oaed  to  be,  that  King  John,  in 
the  twelfth  year  of  hi*  reign  (s-n.  1210), 
ordained  by  letters-patent,  in  right  of  the 
dominion  of  conquest,  that  Ireland  should 
be  governed  by  the  laws  of  England ;  in 
consequence  of  which  both  the  common 
law  of  England  and  all  English  statntea 
enacted  prior  to  that  date  were  held  to  be 
of  the  same  authority  in  Ireland  aa  in 
England.  With  regard  to  English  acta 
passed  subsequently  to  that  dale,  it  was 
also  held,  in  the  first  place,  that  Ireland 
was  bound  by  all  of  them  in  which  it 
was  either  specially  named  or  included 
under  general  words.  Bot  further,  inas- 
much as  one  of  the  Irish  acts  called  I'oy- 
nings  Lows,  passed  in  the  tenth  year  of 
Henry  VII.  (a.i>.  IW>  in  the  lord- 
lientenancy  of  Sir  Edward  Poyning,  or 
Poynings,  declared  that  all  statntea 
"lately"  made  in  England  should  be 
deemed  also  good  and  effectual  in  Ire- 
land, it  was  held  that  this  established  the 
authority  in  Ireland  of  all  preceding 
English  statues  whatsoever;  making 
those  enacted  since  the  12th  of  John  of 
the  same  force  with  those  enacted  before 
that  date.  This  however  was  admitted 
to  be  the  last  general  imposition  of  the 
laws  of  England  upon  Ireland.  Of  the 
English  statutes  passed  since  the  lOtk  of 
Henry  VII..  it  was  allowed  that  those 
only  were  binding  upon  Ireland  in  which 
that  country  was  specially  named  or  in- 
cluded under  general  words. 

The  above-mentioned  was  only  one  of 
Poyaing'i  laws.  The  substance  of  Mane 
others  is  given  by  Blackstooe  (I  do* 
);  which  prevented  any  laws  from 
ig  proposed,  except  only  such  as  were 
drawn  up  before  the  parliament  which 
should  pass  them  was  in  being ;  but  by 
the  3  &  4  Philip  and  Mary,  c  4,  it  was 
provided  that  any  new  proportions  might 
be  certified  to  England  for  approval,  even

Where  no  lime  w  mentioned  iu  the  deed 
of  partnership  for  its  commencement,  the 

liabilities  of  the  firm  will  millW ftill 

the  dale  of  the  deed  ;  but  in  adventures, 
unless  the  parties  have  previously  held 
themselves  out  as  partners,  the  liabilities 
Commence  from  the  time  fixed  by  the 
Contract.  Au  in-coming  partuer  is  not. 
liable  for  debts  contracted  before  he 
joined  the  firm,  but  if  he  pay  any  of  the 
old  debts  or  interest  upon  them,  or  do 
other  special  acts,  he  way  render  himself 
lii.blt-  in  equity.  On  the  retirement  of  an 
ostein  i  I)  le  partner,  notice  of  his  retirement 
roust  be  given,  or  he  will  be  liable  to  the 
creditors  of  the  continuing  firm  for  sub- 
sequent contracts  made  by  them,  and  such 
notice  is  usually  given  in  the  '  C  jn/i-ti-j ;' 
bat  notice  in  the  '  P  mill  in'  will  not  bind 
creditors  who  are  not  shown  to  have  seen 
the  notice.  Third  persons  have  a  claim 
against  a  dormant  partner  for  contracts 
entered  into  by  the  firm  while  he  was  a 
partner.  This  claim  is  founded  on  such 
dormant  partner  being  actually  a  partner; 
and  therefore  it  is  unnecessary,  on  the 
.  partnership  between  au 
dormant  partner,  (o  give 
notice  of  the  dissolution  to  the  creditors, 
in  order  to  protect  the  latter  from  subse- 
quent contracts:  for  when  the  dormant 
partner  has  ceased  to  be  a  partner,  he  is 
relieve!  from  all  future  liability. 

Jl  is  collected  from  the  majority  of  cases 
that  a  partnership  contract  is  joint  (not 
joint  aud  several)  both  at  law  and  in 
equity.  Upon  the  death  of  a  partner, 
therefore,  the  legal  remedy  against  him 
in  respect  to  the  joint  contract  is  extin- 
guished, and  the  creditor  can  maintain  an 
action  against  the  surviving  partners  only. 
But  the  rule  of  equity  as  applicable  to 
partners  with  respect  to  third  parties  was 
considered  to  he  thai  the  joint  debts  should 
be  satisfied  out  of  the  joint  estate;  if  that 
wtrv  inmlfieieut.  then  subject  to  the  claims 
oftimrtfjikntf.  creditor!  out  of  their  se- 
■nnsfc  ettmtet  proportionally ;  and  if  any

of  them  were  insolvent,  then  out  of  the 
:i  iite  estates  proportionally. 
But  the  ease  of  Bttalgita  v.  JVoUa  (l 
Mer.,  5i(9'),  affirmed  oti  appeal  by  Lord 
rlrnugham  (2  it.  &  M.  4M),  has  esta- 
blished the  principle  that  a  partnership 
contract  ia  several  as  well  as  joint;  and 
that  a  partnership  credibir  may  have  re- 
course for  full  payment  to  the  estate  of  ■ 
deceased  partner.  And  llie  same  judge 
(Sir  W.  Grant)  who  decided  that  ctaa, 
declared  that  a  partnership  debt  has  been 
treated  in  equity  as  the  several  debt  of 
each  partner,  thongb  at  law  it  is  only  the 
joint  debt  of  all.  lly  this  decision  it  ap- 
pears that  a  joint  creditor  on  the  death  of 
one  partner  obtains  a  more  advantagi 
remedy  against  bis  estate  than  hewi 
have  bad  against  his  separate  estate  if 
living.  But  it  seems  doubtful  whether  dial 
point  can  lie  considered  of  finally  settled. 
Notice  of  tilt  decease  of  a  partner  Ms 
the  creditor*  of  the  firm  is  not  iKoeaatr* 
to  free  his  estate  from  future  liability; 
but  it  is  otherwise  if  one  of  1 1 
partners  lie  executor  of  the  deceased.  A 
deceased  partner   sometimes   directs   Ida 

caae  his  estate  will  be  liable  I 
to  which  he  directs  his  assets  lo  beans- 
ployed.   If  the  executor  exceed  that  Hmlt, 
he  becomes  personally  responsible. 

In  actions  by  partners,  all  the  partners 
may,  ami  all  ostensible  partners  must, 
joiu  as  plaintiffs,  unless  the 
which  the  action  is  brought  be  in  writing 
under  seal,  when  only  those  partners  who 
are  included  can  sue  thereon,  lint  if  a 
contract  not  under  seal  be  mode  by  soma, 
for  the  benefit  of  themselves  nnd  others, 
those  for  whose  benefit  it  is  made,  as  wall 
as  those  whose  names  appear  on  the  eon' 
tract,  may  sue.  Persons  who  may  legally 
be  partners  in  fureign  countries,  as  hus- 
band and  wife,  cannot  sue  here  as  part- 
ners, for  by  the  law  of  England  biubaad 
and  wife  are  nut  permitted  lo  ine  as 
partners.  On  the  other  hand,  portnaaa

Xble  of  operating  npon  it,  but  every 
r  person  is  incapable.  This  condi- 
tion, which  is  called  Detention,  ami 
which  lid  at  the  foundation  of  every 
notion  of  possession,  ia  no  juristical 
notion,  but  it  has  an  immediate  relation 
to  S  juristical  notion,  by  virtue  of  which 
it  becomes  a  subject  of  li-giilation.  As 
ownership  it  tbe  legal  capacity  tnoperate 
on  a  thing  at  our  pleasure,  and  to 
exclude  all  other  persons  from  usi  ng  it ; 
no  ia  detention  the  exercise  of  ownership, 
and  it  ts  the  natural  state  which  corre- 
spond! to  ownerahip  as  a  legal  state.

"But  the  Roman  law.  iu  the  esse  of 
possession,  as  well  in  of  property,  deter- 
mine* the  mode  in  which  it  is  acquired 
am)  lost ;  consequently  it  treats  pones- 
sion  not  only  a*  a  couseqience  of  a  right, 
but  as  a  condition  of  rights.  Accord- 
ingly, in  a  juristical  theory  of  possession, 
it  is  only  the  right  of  possession  fjttl 
possestionit  I  that  we  hare  to  consider, 
and  not  the  right  to  possess 'called  by 
modern  jtinEtt,  jns  postidendi'),  which  be- 
longs in  the  theory  of  uhjmtI*.

intelligence,  without  leave  and  approba- 
tion of  tin;  secretary  of  slate.  There 
appeared  also  an  order  of  the  protector 
and  council  against  printing  unlicensed 
and  scandiilous  books  and  pamphlets,  and 
for  regulating  printing  Lroiuwcll  how- 
ever was  disposed  in  general  to  rescue 
the  victims  of  religious  intolerance  from 
tbe  hands  of  their  persecutors,  the  Inde- 
pendent, and  the  Presbyterians. 

After  the  Restoration,  Roger  Lcstrauge

PROHIBITION,  a  writ  to  probibit 
a  court  and  parties  t"  a  cause  then  de- 
pending before  it  from  further  proceed- 
ing in  the  cause. 

A  writ  of  prohibition  may  issue  from 
any  of  tlic  three  superior  courts  of  com- 
mon law  at  Westminster,  and  also  from 
each  of  the  comniou-l  aw  court*  of  Chester 
and   Lancaster.      It  is  generally  stated 

from  the  Court  of  Chancery ;  but  the 
Court  of  Chancery  acts  by  injunction 
addressed  only  to  the  parties,  and  does 
not  interfere  with  the  court. 

It  may  be  addressed  by  any  of  the 
three  superior  courts  to  any  other  tem- 
poral court;  such  as  the  Admiralty 
Courts,  to  courts-martial,  a  court  baron, 
any  other  inferior  court  in  a  city  or 
borough,  to  the  Cinque-Ports  courts,  the

Property  in  a  thing  must  not  be  con- 
founded with  a  faculty  or  power  to  dis- 
pose of  the  thing  in  certain  ways.  A 
man  may  have  a  power  to  do  a  certain 
act  with  reference  to  property,  without 
having  any  property  in  the  thing;  or  he 
may  have  a  properly  in  the  thing  of 
a  limited  quantity,  and  also  a  power 
to  dispone  ot  the  thing  in  a  certain  way. 
Tims  a  tenant  for  life,  who  has  only  a 
limited  property  in  land,  may  have  a 
power  given  to  him  to  make  leases, 
■I'in  '.- li lions,  of  the  pro- 
perty of  which  he  is  tenant  for  life.

But  inasmuch  as  the  proper  end  of 
rfiinishmcnt  it  to  deter  from  the  commis- 
sion of  offences,  punishment  inflicted  on 
the  vindictive  principle  often  fails  to  pro- 
duce the  desired  purpose,  and  moreover 
often  involves  the  infliction  of  an  un- 
necessary amount  of  pain.  All  punish- 
ment is  sn  evil,  though  a  necessary  one. 
The  pain  produced  by  the  offence  is  one 
till ;  the  pain  produced  by  the  punish- 
ment is  an  additional  evil ;  though  the 
latter  is  necessary,  in  order  to  prevent 
the  recurrence  of  the  offence.  Con- 
sequently s  p?nal  system  ought  to  aim  at 
ecenumiaiiig  pain,  by  diffusing  the  largest 
amount  of  salutary  terror,  and  thereby 
deterring  as  much  as  possible  from  crimes,

REGENT,  KEGENCY.  These

The  eases  are  chiefly  those 
of  (1)  the  crown  devolving  on  a  minor 
too  young  to  eiecnte  any  of  the  duties 
heloiiiciiig  to  it ;  (-2)  menial  incapacity  of 
the  person  in  whom  the  kingly  office  is 
vested;  (3)  temporary  illness,  where 
there  is  n  prospect  of  the  long  continu- 
ance of  the  disease,  and  of  incapacity 
in  consequence;  (4)  absence  from  the 
realm,  liut  in  the  first  ease  the  regent 
has  usually  been  called  in  England  by 
the  name  of  Protector :  the  latest  in- 
stance was  the  minority  of  Edward 
VI.,  when  bis  uncle,  the  Duke  of  Somer- 
set, was  the  Protector. 

In  the  earlier  periods  of  English  his- 
tory wc  have  several  instances  of  pro- 
lectors  during  minorites.  and  sums  of 
regencies  during  the  temporary  absence 
of  the  king.  The  occasional  absences  i  " 
George  I.  and  George  II,  on  visits  I 
their  continental  dominions  rendered  the 
appointment  of  regents  a  matter  of  con- 
venience, if  not  of  necessity.  Some- 
times the  power  was  put,  so  to  speak,  in 
commission,  being  held  by  several  per- 
son* jointly;  but  Queen  Caroline  some- 
times discharged  the  functions  of  regent

In  those  rivers  whioh  are  navigable, 
and  in  svhieli  ihe  public  have  a  common 
right  to  a  passage,  the  king  is  said  to  have 

so  not  only  in  those  parts  of  them  which 
are  the  king's  property,  but  also  where 
they  are  become  private  property; 
such  rivers  are  called  "fiuvii  regales," 
" haat  sireumes  le  roy,' ''royal  rivers;" 
not  as  indicating  the  properly  of  the  kins 
in  the  river,  but  because  of  their  being 
dedicated  to  the  public  use,  and  nil  tilings 
of  public  safety  and  convenience  beiujr 
under  his  care  and  protection,  Tims  a 
common  highway  on  land  is  called  the 
king's  highway,  and  navigable  rivers  are 
iu  like  manner  the  king's  highway  by 
wmter.  Many  of  the  incidents  belonging 
to  a  highway  on  land  attach  to  such  rivers. 
Accordingly  any  nuisances  or  obstructions 
upon  Ihem  may  be  indicted  even  Ihoagh 
the  nuisances  he  in  the  private  soil  of  any 
person :  or  the  nuisances  and  obstructions 
may  be  abated  by  individuals  without 
process  of  law.  ISul  all  the  incidents  of 
a  land  highway  do  not  attach  to  such 
rivers.  Thus,  if  the  highway  of  the 
river  is  obstructed,  a  passenger  will  not 
be  justified,  as  he  would  be  in  the  ease  of 
a  land  highway,  in  passing  over  the  ad- 
jacent land.  Though  a  river  is  a  public 
navigable  river,  there  is  not  Ihe  re  fore  any 
right  a!  common  law  for  parties  to  use 
the  banks  of  it  as  a  towing-path:  (Ball 
n  Herbert,  3  T.  11.,  233.) 

If  a  river  which  is  private  in  use  as 
well  as  in  property  be  made  navigable  by 
the  owner,  it  does  not  therefore  become  a 
pnblic  river  unless  from  some  act  it  may 
lie  presumed  thai  he  has  dedicated  it  to 
the  public.

19,  that  two  written  or  printed 
copies  of  all  rules  or  alterations  of  rules 
of  savings'  banks,  signed  by  two  trustees, 
shall  lie  submitted  to  the  barrister  ap- 
pointed under  9  Geo.  IV.  c.  92,  for  his 
certificate,  and  the  said  barrister  must 
return  one  of  such  copies  when  certified 
to  the  trustees  and  transmit  the  other  to 
the  commissioners  for  the  reduction  of 
the  national  debt.

Until  the  latter  period  of  the 
republic,  slaves  and  even  rrcedmcti  went 
not  admitted  into  the  ranks  of  the  army. 
In  paces  uf  urgent  public  dinger,  such  as 
after  the  defeat  of  I'annic.  slaves  were 
purchased  by  the  stale  and  sent  in  the 
army,  mid  if  they  liehnved  well,  ihcy 
were  I  nunc  I  paled.  (Livy,  xill.  57,  and 
Sxiv.  14-10.) 

They  were  uol,  how  ever,  denied  the  rites 
of  burial,  and  numerous  inscriptions  attest 
that  monuments  were  often  ereoU.-d  to  the 
memory  of  deceased  slaves  by  their  nuu- 

taps,    their   fellows,   or   friends,  ■ ■  •■! 

which  ln>:ir  the  letters  I).  M..  "Dili 
Minibus."  Slaves  were,  often  buried  ill 
ihe  family  bnrying-plnce  of  their  mas- 
ters. The  u  sepal  ch  return  "  or  burial- 
■vault  of  the  slaves  and  freedmen  of  Au- 
gustus and  liia  wife  Livio,  discovered  iu 
1720  near  the  Via  Apnin,  and  which  has 
been  illustrated  hy  Itiaucbini  anil  (Jori, 
and  another  in  the  suiuc  neighbourhood 
also  belonging  to  the  household  of  the 
early  Chnu-s,  and  containing  at  least  3000 
urns  with  numerous  inscriptions,  whieh 
luve  been  illustrated  by  Knhretli,  throw 
much  light  upon  the  condition  and  do- 
mestic habits  of  Roman  slaves  in  the  ser- 
viie  of  great,  families. 

With  regard  to  the  classification  and 
occupations  uf  slaves.  Ihe  first  division 
was  Into  public.  Utd  private.  Public  si  a  vm 
were  thosu  which  belonged  to  the  state  or 
to  public  bodies,  such  as  provinces,  um- 
nictpin,  collegia,  ducurin:.  he-,  or  to  the 
emperor  in  his  sovereign  eapocity,  and 
employed  in  public  duties,  and  not  at- 
tached to  his  household  or  private  estate. 
Public  slaves  were  cither  derived  from 
the  nhare  of  captives  taken  in  war  which 
was  reserved  for  the  community  or  Mate, 
or  were  neipiircil  by  ourchtuw  and  other 
iivil  process.  Public  slaves  of  an  inferior 
description  were  engaged  as  rowers  on 
board  the  fleet,  or  iu  Ihe  construction  and 
repair  of  roads  and  national  buildings. 
Those  of  n  superior  description  were  em- 
ployed u*  keepers  of  public  building-, 
prlVMa,  jrnl  .iiln'i'  |no]KTty  of  the  state, 
or  to  attend  magistrates,  pnesta,  and  other 
public  officer*,  as  watchioeii,  lieli.ts.  nn- 
cutioners,  watermen,  scavengers.  Ike. 

Private  slate*   were    Mip 
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served  in  the  town  houses,  at 
in  the  country.  Long  lists  cl 
duties  performed  hy  olavo 
are  given    by   I'ignorius,  • 
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abilities  and  ■■ 
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captives,  and  sometimes  their  own  sub- 
jects, to  the  European  traders.  The  first 
negroes  were  imported  l>y  the  Portuguese 
ftora  Africa  to  the  Went  Indies  in  1S03, 
and  in  1511  Ferdinand  the  Catholic  al- 
lowed a  larger  importation.  These,  how- 
ever, were  urn-ate  mid  partial  speculations; 
it  is  aaid  that  Cardinal  Ximenes  was  op- 
posed to  the  trade  because  he  considered 
it  unjust.  Charles  V.,  however,  heing 
pressed  on  one  side  by  the  demand  for 
labour  in  the  American  settle ments, 
and  on  the  other  by  Las  Casus  and 
others  who  pleaded  the  cause  of  the  In- 
dian natives,  granted  to  one  of  his  Fle- 
mish courtiers  the  exclusive  privilege  of 
importing  4000  blacks  to  the  Weal  Indies. 
The  Fleming  sold  his  privilege  Tor 
25,000  ducats  to  some  Genoese  merchants, 
who  organised  a  regular  slave-trade  be- 
tween Africa  and  America.  As  the 
European  settlements  in  America  in- 
creased and  extended,  the  demand  for 
staves  also  increased;  and  all  European 
nations  who  had  colonies  in  America 
shared  in  the  slave-trade.  The  details  of 
that  trade,  (lie  sufferings  of  the  slaves  in 
their  journey  from  the  interior  to  the 
coast,  and  afterwards  in  their  passage 
•cross  the  Atlantic — their  treatment  in 
America,  which  varied  not  only  according 
to  the  disposition  of  their  individual 
masters,  but  also  according  to  different 
Colonies,— arc  matters  of  notoriety  which 
have  been  amply  discussed  in  every  coun- 
try of  Europe  during  the  last  and  present

UNIVERSITY.  This  word  is  the 
English  form  of  the  Latin  uninertolas, 
which  is  often  used  bj  the  best  Latin 
writers.  The  adjective  '  nniversus'  sig- 
nifies the  whole  of  anything,  as  contrasted 
With  its  parts ;  the  plural  '  universi '  also 
is  often  used  to  express  un  entire  number 
of  persons  or  things,  as  opposed  to  indi- 
vidual persons  or  things.  The  uses  of 
the  word  universitas  may  be  derived  from 
the  winning  of  mi H  ill  Universitas  is 
used  by  the  Latin  writers  to  express  the 
whole  of  anything,  as  contrasted  with  its 
parts :  thus  Cicero  speaks  of  all  mankind 
as  '  uni  versitas  generis  humaui ; '  and  he 
proceeds  to  instance  individuals  (singuli) 
as  the  ultimate  elements  of  this  universitas. 
It  is  not  necessary  to  the  notion  of  a  uni- 
versitas  that  all  the  elements  should  be 
alike  ;  'universitas  rerum'  is  Cicero's 
expression  for  the  whole  of  things — for 
all  things  viewed  as  making  one  whole. 
The  word  universitas  applies  either  to  a 
number  of  things,  or  of  persons,  or  of 
rights,  viewed  as  a  whole.  The  Roman 
jurists  expressed  by  the  term  '  nuiversitas 
bonornm '  the  whole  of  a  property  as 
contrasted  with  the  parts  (singula:  res)

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matter  which  is  to  be  determined  by  a 
majority  of  voices  or  opinions  of  persona 
who  ere  empowered  to  give  them.  The 
commonest  ease  of  voting  in  countries 
-where  there  is  an  elective  branch  of  the 
supreme  power  is  that  of  voting  for  num- 
bers of  a  legislature,  as  in  Great  Britain 
and  Ireland. 

The  vote  may  be  given  either  orally, 
in  which  case  it  is  notorious  for  what 
person  or  persons  a  man  gives  his  vote ; 
or  it  may  l>e  by  ballot,  that  is,  by  the  voter 
writing  on  a  tablet  or  paper  the  name  or 
names  of  the  person  or  persons  for  whom 
he  votes,  and  putting  the  tablet  or  paper 
mto  a  closed  box.  When  the  voting  is 
oral,  it  is  open  voting;  when  it  is  by 
ballot,  it  is  secret  voting,  or  at  least  secret 
to  far  as  the  voter  chooses  to  keep  it  se- 
cret, if  the  business  is  properly  managed ; 
for  secrecy  is  the  object  of  the  voting  by 
ballot. 

There  has  been  much  discussion  on  the 
vote  by  ballot.  The  question  is  re- 
solvable into  various  parts:  first,  is  it  a 
matter  of  public  utility  that  a  man's  vote 
for  a  member  of  the  House  of  Commons 
(to  lake  this  as  an  instance,  and  the  main 
instance  here  in  Great  Britain)  should 
be  open  or  secret?  There  is  some  thing 
to  say  on  both  sides,  though  those  who 
have  argued  in  favour  of  the  one  or  the 
other  of  the  two  modes  of  voting  have 
perhaps  not  discussed  this  part  of  the 
question  fully.  There  is  a  short  answer 
to  those  who  say  that  the  non-voters, 
or  the  whole  body  of  voters,  or  that 
all  people  have  a  right  to  know  how 
a  man  votes  The  answer  is,  that  they 
are  abusing  the  term  Right.  The  fran- 
chise is  not  given  under  any  such  condi- 
tions, and  there  is  no  liiglit  of  the  kind, 
if  we  nse  the  word  Right  in  its  strict  and 
proper  sense.  What  is  meant  is  probably 
this,  that  it  is  fur  the  general  interest 
that  a  man's  vote  for  a  member  of  the 
Commous'  House  should  be  open,  in  order 
that  opinion  may  operate  upon  him ; 
for  if  this  is  not  the  reason,  it  is  difficult 
to  see  that  there  is  any  other  reason  for 
open  voting,  lint  opinion  may  be  wise 
or  an  wise,  favourable  to  a  good  candidate 
or  against  him.

WAGER-POLICY  is  a  name  given 
policy  of  insurance  made  by  persons 
iug  no  interest  in  the  event  about 
which  they  insure.

Now  however,  by  the  3  and  *  Win.  IV. 
c.  52.  s.  2,  remedies  by  action  of  trespass 
or  trespass  on  the  ease  are  given  against 
the  executors  of  any  deceased  person  for 
any  wrong  committed  by  him  iu  his  life- 
time against  the  real  or  personal  property 
of  another  within  six  months  of  his  death, 
provided  the  action  be  brought  within 
six  months  after  the  personal  represent- 
atives have  taken  upon  themselves  the 
admin iatralion  of  the  estate. 

But  the  most  complete  remedy  in  cases 
of  waste  is  that  in  the  Court  of  Chancery, 
which,  upon  application  to  it  by  bill,  will 
DO!  only  direct  an  account  lo  be  taken 
and  satisfaction  to  be  made  for  the  da- 
mage done,  but  will  interpose  by  way  of 
injunction  to  restrain  the  commission  of 
future  waste.  A  Court  of  Equity  will

sion  of  waste  wherever  the  case  appears 
i"  re'|iiire  it,  i'ivii  lli.iii;:!i  tin.-  pJaiutitl  is 
uot  iu  a  condition  to  maintain  an  action 
at  law.  (8  Atk.,  91,  211,  723).  The 
court  will  also  grant  an  inj  unci  ion  against 
waste  pendente  Hie;  and  in  such  cases  it 
is  not  necessary  that  the  plaintiff  should 
wait  till  waste  is  actually  committed ;  it 
is  sufficient  if  an  intention  to  commit 
waste  appears,  or  if  the  defendant  insists 
upon  his  right  to  do  so.     (B  Atk.  182.) 

It  lias  long  been  usual  when  estates  for 
life  are  expressly  limited,  to  insert  a 
clause  declaring  that  the  tenant  shall 
hold  the  lands  "  without  impeachment  of 
waste."  These  words  were  originally 
intended  merely  to  exempt  the  tenant 
from  the  penalties  of  the  statute  of  Marl- 
bridge,  though  it  has  long  been  settled 
that  Ihey  enable  him  to  cut  down  timber
